“Last year we had a team drain- 
ed by graduation, so you could call it a rebuilding year. We 
had nine new people to work into our system,” comments 
head coach George Waggoner. 

“We could use more depth in the size positions, plus 
additional rebounding strength. Our Experience is our most 
definite asset,” he adds. 

In the limelight shine senior co-captains Neil Brown 
and Neville Brown. Neil has been a three-year starter and 
posesses a wealth of experience. Neville, an NCAA all- 
district selection a year ago, “will qualify as a legitimate 
small college All-American,” Waggoner says. 

Others to watch include three-year starter Gerald Kates 
and junior forward Gary Plamondon. Four newcomers to this 
year’s squad include junior college transfers Willie Smith 
and Gerald Winters, plus freshmen Mark Joiries and Randy 
Kensinger, all of whom should contribute speed, quickness, 
and rebounding ability . > 

The Pumas open Dec. 3 at Grace (Ind.) and host 
Saginaw Valley State (Mich.) Dec 6. Key games center on 
five Great Lakes Valley Conference teams: Indiana State-

Last year’s lady Pumas finished 14-7 and were 
eliminated in the IAI£W Division II tourney by Franklin Col- 
lege. This year’s team returns a solid nucleus equipped with 
experience. 

“A few girls are coming off knee surgery, and should 
they return healthy we’ll be tough,” notes coach Susan Bun- 
tin. “This team may prove to be quicker and our bench depth 
is one of our strongest points.” ,

Students Evaluate Food Services

What kind of rating does 
Saint Joe’s food service get 
from the students? Since 
terms could not be agreed 
upon with James Novak, 
director of food services, con- 
cerning a Stuff interview, 
students were asked to give 
their responses to questions 
concerning food services. 

What do you think of the 
food service here at Saint 
Joe’s — both good and bad 
points? 

Gwen Diaz (so.-Jus.): “Food 
services are better than last 
year, but there’s still not 
enough variety to the menus. 
There are too many leftovers 
and we’re having spaghetti 
too often. The variety of ice 
cream is great, though.” 

Bob Paton (so.-Ben.): “The 
food is better, but service 
stinks. I cai^9see waiting 20 
minutes t<k|jet my meal.” 

Janeen Wenstrup (jr.-Hal.): 
“Compared to other colleges, 
the food is better; it’s in- 
dividually cooked. We also 
have salad and dessert bars. 
However, I think that the 
variety in the menus has 
decreased since my freshman 
year.” 

Marty Kooi (jr.-Ben.): “I 
think that the cafeteria could 
present a more homey at- 
mosphere, much like the 
snack bar. As of now, it looks 
like a prison mess hall. Also, 
I’d suggest opening the 
chapel cafeteria during lunch; 
the waiting lines in the 
Halleck cafeteria have been 
ridiculous. The turnstiles real- 
ly slow down the process.” 

William Garcia (so.-Gal.): 
“I say that Jim Novak had 
better wake up and smell the 
coffee — I’m tired of eating 
this trash. I mean, chili and 
fritos? Why not have the juice 
machines running during 
lunch and not just at break- 
fast?” 

Henry Wiegand (sr.-WSF): 
“The peak hours, especially 
during lunch, are just not an- 
ticipated. Two people should 
be taking numbers at the en- 
trance and bussing lines.” 

Chris Prebys (fr.-Gal.) and 
some men on Gallagher 2nd: 
“Chili with fritos stinks. 
Also, post what is in the tuna 
surprise and cut down on 
puma burgers — use real 
horsemeat. There should be a 
better variety of desserts, 
too.” 

Leonard Pasket (sr.-Ben.): 
“The food is relatively good 
compared to other schools, 


but since my sophomore year, 
the variety in meals has 
decreased. The silverware is 
pathetically dirty and the 
pasta is terrible. I think the 
quality and variety of food 
has slowly declined this year 
since the snack bar has been 
open all day. If the cafeteria 
menu is really bad, many stu- 
dents may go down to the 
snack bar. In effect, they’re 
paying twice for their meals.” 

What do you think of 
special nights, like Italian 
and Western? 

Paton: “It’s good, but 
chaotic. A better layout needs 
to be set up.” 

Wenstrup: “It definitely 
adds more variety. It makes 
us more interested in coming 
to the cafeteria; something to 
look forward to. I’d like to see 
them more frequently.” 

Wiegand: “They’re all 
right, but they need more 
planning as to when to have 
it. For Italian night, we 
already had spaghetti that 
week.” 

Pasket: ‘’Overall. I dread 
special nights; the quality of 
food is j ust not appetizing, ex- 
cept for the ribs on Western 
night.” 

What do you think of the 
rumors concerning Jim 
Novak’s possible resignation 
or leave of absence? 

Wenstrup: “It’s a good idea 
to get someone else in to 
replace him. My personal opi- 
nion inhibits further com- 
ment.” 

Kooi: “I think he should
